Chief concern to most dairy’ far- 
mers in northern Michigan at the 
hearing seemed to be the problem 
of surplus milk at different times 
of the year, especially during the 
flush period of Apnil, May and 
June. Although there is a large 
volume of milk ai that time of the 
year, it is very natural as the cows 
are out on fresh spring pasture 
and the tourist trade as yet has 
not hit it's peak that early in the 
stason. During these three months 
most all northem Michigan dairy 
plants are overburdened with milk 
producers believe they 
should receive top price for every 
pound of milk sent to the dairy 
plants. They, apparently, do no‘ 
realize that not all milk soid to 
the plant is delivered straight to 
the housewife as milk. Part at 
each producer's mijk is used in 
making cottage cheese and ice 
cream and seperated for sweet 
ecteam. It is for this reason that 
the farmer receives two prices for
